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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The application filed 10/7/03 has been examined. Claims 1-7 are pending. 

2. The IDS filed 10/7/03 and 2/22/05 have been considered. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Reich (6,476,516). 

A. As per claim 1 , Reich discloses a method of classifying an occupant of a vehicle 
seat based on at least measured weight. The weight of the occupant is established based 
on comparing the measured weight to an initial threshold whereby a weight 
classification is established when the measured weight is consistently above/below the 
threshold over a sampling period. Upon establishing the weight classification, the 
threshold(s) are adjusted to increase separation between the threshold and measured 
weight, thus reducing errors in weight classification changes caused by occupant 
movements and/or road conditions. See Abs; Fig. 2; col. 1, line 52 to col. 2, line 35; 
col. 3, line 35 to col. 4, line 14. 

5. Claim 1 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Murphy et al. 
(2003/0149517) 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
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102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

A. As per claim 1, Murphy discloses a method of distinguishing between different 
types of occupants based on at least measured weight. The static weight of the occupant 
is established based on the comparison of a threshold to measured weight over a time 
period. The threshold is then adjusted in a direction which minimizes variability caused 
by occupant movement in the seat. See [0004, 001 1, 0017]. 

6. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. With regards to the dependent claims, Murphy does not show or 
reasonably suggest defining a tolerance window around the threshold after it has been initially 
adjusted as per claim 1 or performing any additional adjustments as defined in claims 2 and 4. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited documents are of general interest.
